The newly added claims 27-45 are 
product by process limitations and are entered. It is respectfully pointed out that instant claims 27-45 are product-by-process limitations. 
Even though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based on the product 
itself. The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the 
same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different .
